REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


There  is  little  for  the  Board  of  Managers  to  report  to  their 
pntributors  on  this  their  first  annual  meeting,  besides  the 
nets  attending  their  organization.  In  October,  1871,  a  square 
If  ground,  consisting  of  six  and  a  quarter  acres,  was  presented 
|y  a  gentleman  and  lady  of  this  city,  with  the  understanding 
1  was  to  be  held  in  trust  as  a  site  for  a  building  to  be  used  as 
home  for  orphan  and  destitute  white  boys,  of  all  creeds, 
|.*o m  three  to  twelve  years  of  age,  to  act  in  connection  with 
fie  Lincoln  Institution.  For  the  preparation  of  the  searches, 
rawing  and  recording  the  deeds  for  the  same,  we  are  indebted 
[o  the  kind  liberality  of  Messrs.  A.  B.  Carver  &  Co. 

That  admirable  old  system  of  apprentices  living  in  the 
amily  of  their  employers  having  been  abandoned,  almost 
he  only  hope  we  have  of  having  native  boys  trained  for 
fiiechanics  is  by  the  plan  pursued  by  the  Lincoln  Institu- 
ion,  where  boys  are  placed  at  trades,  and  can  find  all  the 
comforts  and  influences  of  home.  Employers  seek  such  ap- 
)rei}tices  because  they  know  they  are  encouraged  to  be 
ndustrious.  honest  and  faithful,  with  home  amusements, 
eaving  no  inducements  to  frequent  public  places.  At  the  age 
)f  twelve  the  children  under  our  care  will  be  transferred  there, 
md  situations  secured  for  them.  The  following  named  per¬ 
sons  consented  to  act  as  trustees : — James  N.  Stone,  M.  A. 
DeW.  Howe,  L.  Wain  Smith,  Henry  C.  Townsend,  Percival 
Roberts,  Isaiah  Y.  Williamson,  Mary  McHenry,  Mary  A. 
Williamson,  and  Elizabeth  C.  Roberts.  “  The  Educational 
Home  for  Boys”  being  the  name  decided  upon  for  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  a  charter  was  prepared,  and  on  the  11th  day  of 
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November,  1871,  it  was,  after  having  passed  the  Courts  an 
being  duly  certified,  enrolled  on  the  State  Records,  and 
became  a  legal  corporation. 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  November  27,  1871,  a  meetin 
was  called  by  the  corporators,  at  the  residence  of  Mis 
McIIenry,  1902  Chestnut  Street,  (where,  in  January,  185(  ! 
the  first  meeting  for  the  organization  of  The  Church  Horn 
for  Children  was  held,  and  where,  in  January,  1866,  the  firs 
meeting  to  organize  the  Lincoln  Institution *was  also  held. 
Major-General  George  G.  Meade  was  called  upon  to  preside 
and  the  meeting  was  opened  by  prayer  by  Bishop  Howe  I 
Mr.  L.  Wain  Smith,  being  appointed  Secretary,  explaine*  I 
the  reasons  that  led  to  the  incorporation  of  this  enterprise  I 
A  Board  of  Managers  and  Councillors  were  then  elected,  afte  I 
which  addresses  were  made  by  Bishop  Howe,  Hon.  Charle  l 
Gibbons,  and  ex-Governor  Pollock.  The  meeting  then  ad  I 
journed.  The  experience  of  many  years  had  taught  some  ol 
the  Managers  the  practical  wants  of  such  a  home  as  they  con  I 
templated,  a  rough  sketch  was  therefore  made  of  the  plan  o:| 
a  building,  which  was  handed  to  Mr.  Henry  Pettit,  Archi 
tect,  who  kindly  drew  the  outlines,  and  arranged  the  first  story 
After  which,  Mr.  Jas.  H.  Windrim,  Architect,  notwithstanding 
his  great  press  of  business,  volunteered  to  finish  up  the  plans, 
which  he  did  most  satisfactorily.  A  circular  was  then  issued, 
and  in  a  short  time  pledges  for  about  835,000  were  secured, 
which  the  Trustees  felt  authorized  them  at  once  to  proceed 
with  the  work.  The  picture  on  the  cover  gives  a  very  good 
idea  of  the  style  of  the  structure.  The  stone  selected  is  of  a 
grey  color,  from  the  Leiperville  quarries;  there  is  a  cellar 
under  the  whole  building,  and  a  loft  in  the  Mansard  roof, 
thus  securing  the  best  ventilation.  It  will  be  heated  through 
with  steam,  and  the  partitions  and  walls  are  all  brick  up  to  the 
second  floor,  as  a  preventive  against  vermin,  and  also  fire.  On 
the  first  floor,  on  one  side  of  the  hall,  is  a  play-room,  main  stair¬ 
way,  wash  and  bath-rooms;  on  the  other  side  a  dining-room, 
oft'  which  is  the  Matron’s  dining-room,  pantry  for  washing 
dishes,  bread,  grocery,  and  other  closets;  a  large  kitchen, 
with  dining-room  for  servants  off  it ;  the  ironing-room  contains 
drying  closet,  with  laundry  back  of  the  kitchen,  and  bakery  on 
one  side.  On  the  second  floor,  on  one  side  are  the  Managers’ 
and  Committee  rooms,  clothes  and  sewing-rooms ;  on  the  other, 
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^parents’  visiting  and  school-rooms ;  and  in  tlie  entry,  a  very 
;  handsome  tablet,  on  which  is  the  following  inscription  : 

u  This  tablet  is  erected  by  the  Trustees  of  The  Educational  Home 
Igor  Boys,  in  grateful  recognition  of  the  generosity  of  Mary  Gibson, 
illiberal  benefactor  of  this  Institution,  as  well  as  to  perpetuate  the 
i;  memories  of  her  uncle,  James  Bartram,  and  her  great  grandfather, 
John  Bartram,  the  earliest  native  American  botanist,  and  the 
founder  of  the  first  Botanical  Garden  on  this  Continent,  upon 
'whose  lands  this  edifice  is  erected,  1872.” 

i  On  the  third  floor,  over  the  door  will  be  a  very  handsome 
memorial  stained  glass  window,  to  Mr.  Charles  E.  Lex,  the 
gift  of  his  legal  friends  and  others.  On  either  side  of  the 
ia-11,  which  runs  through  the  building,  are  the  dormitories, 
,;he  Matron’s  rooms  coming  between,  so  that  she  can  be  in  the 
midst  of  the  children.  The  infirmary,  with  every  accommo¬ 
dation  for  sickness,  nurse’s  room,  etc.,  on  the  back  end  of  the 
nuilding.  Long  experience  has  proved  that  there  are  scarcely 
jver  any  contagious  diseases  in  Homes;  the  infirmary  is  mostly 
occupied  by  croupy  children,  or  other  incidental  diseases;  the 
testimony  of  one  of  our  Managers  is,  that  in  an  experience  of 
seventeen  years  connected  with  Homes  there  has  scarcely  been  a 
aalf  dozen  of  cases  of  contagious  disease,  and  in  such  temporary 
,  emergencies  a  room  in  the  upper  part  of  the  house  is  easily 
irranged.  The  fourth  floor  consists  of  dormitories  and  ser¬ 
vants’  rooms,  the  same  as  the  third.  There  are  two  stairways 
•unning  from  the  first  floor  to  the  fourth ;  one  near  the  front 
he  other  near  the  back ;  there  is  ample  bed  and  dining-room 
iccommodations  for  160  children.  We  are  indebted  to  Messrs. 
Wm.  S  truth  ers  &  Sons,  for  three  very  handsome  white  marble 
nantels,  for  the  Managers  and  Committee  rooms.  A  contract 
o  carry  out  the  above  plan  was  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Yarn- 
ill  &  Cooper,  for  the  sum  of  $45,530,  including  everything  but 
)utside  fencing,  paving,  etc.,  the  estimated  cost  of  which, 
vith  promised  donations  of  materials,  amounts  to  $1470, 
naking  the  total  cost  $47,000,  which,  with  $3000  for  furnish- 
ng,  makes  in  all  $50,000  necessary  to  he  expended  before  it 
3an  be  occupied.  On  June  8th,  the  Building  Committee  and 
several  of  the  Managers,  with  the  contractors,  spent  the  after¬ 
noon  in  staking  out  the  ground,  and  the  first  spadefull  of  dirt 
was  taken  out  with  a  small  shovel  procured  for  the  purpose, 

1  )y  our  First  Directress.  And  as  the  summer  was  fairly  in,  and 
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persons  about  leaving  the  city,  a  portion  of  the  foundatn  6 
were  built,  and  on  the  15th  day  of  June,  at  4  p.  M.,  the  con  r 
stone  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  by  Major-Gene  1 
Geo.  G.  Meade.  Bishop  Stevens  conducted  the  religious  si 
vices,  and  able  addresses  were  made  by  Bev.  J.  A.  Crow'  L 
D.D.,  and  llev.  W.  F.  Paddock,  D.D.  The  music  was  under  t  s 
charge  of  M  r.  Pearce,  the  pupils  of  the  Lincoln  Institution  w<  ? 
present,  and  formed  the  choir,  and  after  the  ceremonies,  w<|  | 
reviewed  by  Gen.  Meade,  going  very  satisfactorily  througl  i  | 
regular  military  drill.  Many  of  the  prominent  men  of  til 
•city  were  present,  and  the  audience  was  large.  It  is  fitti  :j 
here  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  kind  and  active  sy  - 1 
pathy  shown  by  Gen.  Meade  in  this  enterprise,  both  for  ai 
own  merits,  as  in  its  connection  with  the  Lincoln  Institutic 
Fully  as  he  was  occupied  with  the  cares  of  his  office,  and  t  I 
other  enterprizes  in  which  he  was  engaged,  he  remained 
town  to  aid  in  the  laying  of  this  corner-stone,  and  looked  fc 
ward  with  much  interest  to  the  completion  of  this  wor 
giving  it  his  warmest  sanction  and  support.  The  silv  I 
trowel  used  by  Gen.  Meade  on  this  occasion  was  presented 
our  First  Directress,  and  will  ever  remain  a  valued  trophy 
this  occasion. 

The  building  is  now  under  roof,  it  will  be  finished,  all  bi 
the  plastering,  this  winter,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  l , 
opened  early  in  the  fall.  Forty-ninth  Street  is  about  bein 
dedicated  to  the  city,  when  arrangements  will  be  made  to  carr 
the  water  and  gas  pipes  up  to  the  building,  the  gas  pipes  bein 
already  within  one  square,  and  the  water  pipes  will  also  be  2 
soon  as  the  bridge  now  being  built  over  the  West  Cheste 
Railroad,  on  Darby  Avenue,  is  completed.  We  have  bee 
fortunate  in  having  a  creek  within  1000  feet  of  the  house 
into  which  to  run  all  our  drainage  through  a  12-inch  terr 
cotta  pipe.  The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  o 
Council  shows  we  are  still  in  want  of  $11,344  49  to  enable  u 
to  complete  our  building.  In  simple  faith  that  God  will  con 
tinue  his  blessing  on  a  work  so  consistent  with  his  commands 
and  knowing  that  all  must  recognize  that  when  we  take  a  chile 
from  the  poorer  conditions  of  life,  surround  him  by  influences 
that  will  develop  the  ability  nature  has  given  him,  trail 
him  to  habits  of  industry,  and  teach  him  what  it  is  t< 
be  really  morally  honest,  that  the  good  done  does  not  stop  with 
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him,  but  spreads  through  communities  and  to  generations. 
That  what  is  called  the  dangerous  classes  in  all  countries  are 
the  results  of  untrained  children ,  ignorant,  poor,  and  with 
traits  of  character  that  might  have  been  developed  into  virtues, 
becoming  vices,  therefore,  feeling  that  we  have  secured  con¬ 
fidence  by  the  great  results  of  the  home  training  of  the  Lin¬ 
coln  Institution,  we  have  no  fear  but  that  many  will  gladly 
join  in  this  work,  and  contribute  all  that  is  necessary  to  com¬ 
plete  it.  With  grateful  hearts  to  our  Great  Ruler  for  His 
many  blessings,  and  to  our  contributors  for  their  liberality  and 
confidence  in  permitting  us  to  be  the  agents  of  their  benefac¬ 
tions,  we  commend  our  labors  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  to 
God’s  care,  and  to  their  continued  sympathies.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  COUNCIL. 


FEBRUARY  6,  1873. 


The  presentation  of  a  First  Annual  Report  is  surrounded 
by  peculiar  interest,  as  it  speaks  of  a  new  enterprise,  and  the 
necessity  that  created  it.  The  Board  of  Managers  have  so 
fully  reported  the  manner  and  results  of  our  organization,  the 
plan  of  our  building,  &c.  (the  arrangement,  progress  and  work¬ 
manship  of  which  gives  us  entire  satisfaction),  that  it  remains 
for  us  simply  to  endorse  their  report,  and  express  our  sense  of  the 
pressing  necessity,  in  a  growing  city  like  ours,  for  more  training- 
schools  for  the  destitute  and  orphan  children  in  our  midst.  The 
population  of  this  city  is  estimated  at  800,000,  and  it  is  daily 
increasing.  As  far  back  as  1868,  (five  years  ago),-  by  the 
school  census  it  was  ascertained  that  20,534  children  of  our 
city  were  non-attendants  at  either  public  or  private  schools, 
and  that  11,000  of  them  were  between  the  ages  of  6  and  12 
years.  The  total  number  of  children  received  into  the  two 
Houses  of  Refuge,  for  the  ten  }^ears,  from  1860  to  1870,  was 
5189,  and  their  average  age  about  131  years.  Of  these,  1941 
could  neither  read  nor  write;  957  could  read,  but  not  write ; 
and  2291  could  read  and  write;  but  only  200  could  read  and 
write  well.  Is  it  not  fair  to  presume,  that  the  occupants  of 
the  11  Refuges  ”  have  been  gathered  almost  entirely  from  the 
ranks  of  poor  and  neglected  children  ?  Of  course  these  num¬ 
bers  have  increased  since  then,  and  are  still  multiplying,  so 
that  before  long  our  city  will  become  infested  with  the  plague 
spots  of  crime,  and  poverty  will  become  as  visible  in  our  midst 
as  in  the  old  cities  of  Europe,  where  it  has  such  a  foothold 
that  it  is  impossible  to  eradicate  it.  But  prevention  is  more 
powerful  than  cure.  Now  is  our  time  for  action.  Every  in¬ 
stinct  of  humanity  calls  for  care  to  the  helpless  young.  We 
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are  not  only  stimulated  by  this  instinct^  but  reason  tells  us 
that  the  safety  of  our  homes,  the  prosperity  of  our  city,  de¬ 
mand  our  active  interest  in  arresting  this  evil.  And  how  can 
it  be  better  done  than  by  establishing  homes  such  as  we  have 
undertaken  ?  It  is  true  that  we  cannot  take  all,  or  a  tithe  of 
all,  who  are  pleading  for  a  shelter,  but  the  number  we  can 
take  will  greatly  diminish  the  evil,  and  add  so  much  to  the 
good  influences  among  our  working  people.  Wisdom  and 
virtue  are  not  inherited,  they  are  the  result  of  a  virtuous 
education  when  young.  Before  Christianity  came,  what  was 
the  position  of  the  sick  or  poor  child  ?  Its  life  was  counted 
of  no  value,  and  its  training  of  less ;  hence  all  the  brutalities 
of  the  barbarous  ages.  Now,  it  is  a  hard  heart  that  cannot 
be  touched  by  the  destitute  or  orphan  child,  both  for  the 
misery  it  represents  and  the  future  that  lies  before  it.  As 
citizens,  as  well  as  Christians,  we  must  recognize  our  duty  to 
this  neglected,  needy  class,  and  provide  for  as  many  of  them 
as  possible.  To  do  our  share,  as  far  as  in  our  power,  we  have 
established  this  Educational  Home.  We  are  glad  that  so 
many  ladies,  well  known  in  this  community  as  competent  to 
manage  such  an  Institution,  are  united  with  us  in  the  task; 
for  to  these  ladies  we  must  look  for  that  personal  care,  domestic 
influence,  and  provision  for  home  comfort,  which  go  so  far  in 
forming  the  character  of  every  boy;  for  ourselves,  we  can  only 
say  they  shall  have  our  heartiest  support  and  confidence.  We 
desire  to  thank  our  contributors  for  their  liberality  and  the 
warm  interest  they  have  so  substantially  manifested  in  this 
work,  and  we  trust  that  every  citizen  will  feel  it  a  duty  and 
pleasure  to  join  us  in  this  effort  for  the  public  good,  as  well  as 
for  the  personal  benefit  it  will  confer  upon  our  inmates.  By 
our  Treasurer’s  Report  we  find  that  it  will  require  $11,534  49 
more  to  finish  and  furnish  our  building.  We  have  not  hitherto 
made  a  general  appeal  for  funds ;  so  far,  the  needful  money 
has  flowed  into  us,  from  the  kind  and  generous  impulses  of 
those,  who,  knowing  of  our  efforts,  have  gladly  aided  us.  We 
trust  that  the  remaining  sum  will  be  obtained  in  a  short  time, 
from  those,  who,  feeling  that  our  work  commends  itself  to 
them,  desire  to  participate  in  it.  The  peculiar  feature  of  our 
Institution  is,  that  it  prepares  the  boys  for  a  business  life, 
which  begins  when  they  are  transferred  at  12  years  of  age  to 
the  Lincoln  Institution,  and  placed  in  positions  of  usefulness 


In  its  plan  of  operation  it  stands  alone,  for  it  has  no  counter¬ 
part  in  either  Europe  or  in  this  country,  and  it  is  showing  its 
results  in  every  department  of  trade  and  business  in  our  city. 
Let  our  hands  then  be  strengthened  by  your  liberal  confidence 
and  support;  and  again  thanking  you  for  your  past  generosity, 
we  commend  our  work  to  your  renewed  sympathy,  and  the 
blessing  of  Him,  whose  precepts  and  example  have  gained  for 
destitute  children,  the  care  and  sympathy  of  all  Christendom.

At  the  time  of  the  laying  of  the  stone,  Bishop  Stevens  and  other 
Clergy,  General  Meade,  the  Councillors  of  the  Educational  Home 
and  the  Lincoln  Institution,  and  others,  shall  go  up,  in  proces¬ 
sion,  to  the  place  where  the  Home  is  to  be  erected,  repeating  the 
following  Psalms : 

The  Bishop  commencing, 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  \  and  the  firmament 
sheweth  his  handywork. 

2.  Those  that  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  shall 
flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.

blessing.
